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REMARKS 

No claims are amended or canceled. Claims 34 - 41 are added; as a result, claims 10-41 
are now pending in this application. 

§103 Refection of the Claims 

Claims 10-33 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Applicant's Admitted Prior Art (herein "AAPA") in view of Grubisich et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
5,698,459, herein "Grubisich"). Applicant respectfully traverses. 

The Office Action refers to Fig. 2 of the present application for AAPA. The Office 
Action states, in part, 


a second implant region in the middle of the plug shown as N+ 
COLL TAP, in collector region, about the same level from the 
surface of the substrate as the first implant; and an implant area, 
shown as LOCAL IMPLANT, of collector region, vertically 
adjacent the base region, the implant area having an effective 
surface area greater than the surface area of the emitter and less 
than the surface area of the base region. 


First, applicant points to the fact that Fig. 2 of the present application does not show a 
second implant region in the middle of the plug. Fig. 2 of the present application only shows a 
plug labeled N+ COLL TAP. 

Second, applicant points to the fact that Fig. 2 of the present application does not show 
the implant area labeled LOCAL IMPLANT as recited in the claims. Fig. 2 of the present 
application only shows a LOCAL IMPLANT that has an area the same size as the emitter. 

Claim 10 recites, in part, "the implant area having an effective surface area greater than 
the surface area of the emitter and less than the surface area of the base region." Applicant can 
not find this feature in either AAPA or Grubisich. As all of the features of claim 10 are not 
found in AAPA or Grubisich, applicant requests that claim 10 and claims 1 1-12 be allowed. 

Applicant submits that claims 13-33 are allowable for at least substantially similar 
reasons as stated above with regard to claim 10. 
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Claim 17 further distinguishes over the applied references, AAPA and Grubisich, in that 
it recites a second implant region formed in the collector region. Applicant can not find this 
feature in the applied prior art. Reconsideration and allowance of claim 17 is requested.
